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DETAILED ACTION 

The response and Affidavits filed 2/14/05 has been considered in preparing this Office 
action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 15 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Littlefield (4,949,280). 

Littlefield teaches a communication device (Fig. 5) comprising an application 
processor (29; col. 7, lines 20-33 teaches any number of APs can be used) having a 
first interface (not shown, but would have been obvious to include because the interface 
provides basic connection between two devices for communications, such as, the 
output port of AP 29); a coprocessor (10) having a second interface (also not shown, 
but would have been obvious to include because the interface provides basic 
connection between two devices for communications, such as the input port of 10) to 
receive formatted command data and formatted output data from the application 
processor, the coprocessor also having an output interface (also not shown, but would 
have been obvious to include because the interface provides basic connection between 
two devices for communications, such as the output port of 10) to provide output data to 
an I/O device (16); and a high-speed datapath (18) to communicate the formatted 
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command data and formatted output data between the first interface and the second 
interface. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
present invention was made to implement the teachings of Littlefield as claimed in order 
to provide the high-speed communications between application processor and a 
graphics processor and thus to increase the system performance. Therefore, at least 
claim 15 would have been obvious. 

As per claim 17, Littlefield teaches the coprocessor further comprises a 
coprocessor processing core (12) responsive to the command data and output data to 
generate the output data for I/O device. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-14 and 21-28 are allowed. 

4. Claims 16 and 18-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-28 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
